How Sailors Are Fed. 


Sailors on deep-water slips are better fed 
now then they were fifteen or twenty vears 
o. They get a greater variety. On board 
| deep-water vessels three meals are ser- 
ved daily, when the watches are changed— 
at eight o'clock a. u., noon, and siz o clock 


\ P.M. Besides this, what is called early 


coftee is served to the watch on deck at five 
o'clock a.™., before the work of washing 
the deck commences. The cook, or, as he is 
always called the ‘* doctor” is the most im- 
portant personage on the ship. and lucky is 
the seaman who can keep good triends with 
the cook, for he is certain to get lots of 


| * malevolens ”—a peculiar term given to the 


viands that are left from the cabin tables. 
Theseare called ‘' gubtins,” and are brought 
forward in what is callel the dog basket, a 
large basket lined with tin. 

Now, as to the diet provided for Jack in 
the forecastle. Every sailor, when he goes 
aboard is provided with a knife, fork and 
spoon, e ‘‘hook-pot,” anda pannikin, The 
hook-pot ia a tin pot with wn iron hook 
rivitted en, so that it can be hung on the 
side of the bunk while Jack is using both 
hands to eat with. In England everything 
issaid to be done by Act of Parliament, and 
the sailor's food is certainly regulated by 
the Act, and his daily bil) of fare is fixed 
by law. In America it is fixed by Act of 
Congress, and in vessels of both nations the 


‘ship captains are compelled, under a heavy 


penalty, to post in a conspicuous place in 
the forecastle a copy of the agreement sign. 
ed by the sailors on shipping containing the 
quantity of rations signed for. 

The regular allowance of food for each 
man in both British and American vessels 
should be as follows :—Bread, on> pound ; 
tea, one-eighth of an ounce ; coffee one-half 
ounce; suger, two ounces; water, three 
quarts perday; Beef, six pounde; pork, 
two pounds and a half ; peas, one pint : rice, 
one-third of a — per week. Ttese pro- 
visions are to served out in addition to 
the daily issue of lime juice or other anti- 
scorbutics. 

It is also provided: ** Substitutes in food 
at niaster’s option.” The following substi- 
tutes are allowed :—One ounce of coffee, 
cocoa, or chocolate, for one-quarter ounce 
of tea, Molasses for sugar, quantity to be 
one-half more; one pound of potatoes or 
yems; one-half pound of flour or rice ; one- 
third pint of peas or one-quarter pint of 
barley may be substituted for each other. 
When fresh meat is issued, -he proportion 


| to be two pounds per man per day, in lieu 
_ of salt meat, 


A landsman might think that one and a 
half pounds of beef or one and « quarter 
pounds of pork would be sufficient for a 
man; but when it is considered that a 

ood deal of it is cut off as untit 
or human food and thrown overboard, 
that the meat is weighed with the bone in 
and that whenealt meat is boiled it shrinks a 
good deal, Jack won't have much meat left to 
The beef, or, as it 
is always termed, ‘‘ealt horse,” is always 
lean, and the salt pork is generally all fat. 

The meat ie generally kept on deck in two 
casks, called the ‘‘ harness casks.'’ The fat 
that rises to the eurface when tlie meat is 
boiled in the salt water is saved by the cook 
and put into the slush cask. This slush, or 
fat, is the cook’s perquisite, and many a 


pork to increase the amount in the slush 
cask. Arriving in port, thie fat is sold to 
the soapmakers, and the price fetched large- 
ly increases the ‘‘doctor’s”’ pay. A good 
deal of the meat has made several voyages 
round the Horn or Cape of Good Hope, an 
when the cask is opened it smells frightfully, 
and is really unfit for human food. 

When cooked, the meat for each watch is 
placed in a wooden receptacle called a 
‘“ kid,” and taken into the forecastle.

The Irish Land Purchase Bill. 


The Irish Land Purchase Bill which pass- 
ed the British House of Commons on June 
15th, and which is one of the two principal 
measures enacted during the last session, 
has not been permitted to remain long in- 
operative, The first of the large land owners 
to take advantage of the new law is Lord 
Lurgan whose estates are situated on the 
counties Armagh and Down. This bill, which 
was framed with a view to settling the 
agrarian difficulties that have tor more than 
a ceneration disturbed the peace of that un- 
happy country, provides for the issue of 
$165,000,000 of bonds, bearing interest at 
2} per cent., to be devoted to buying out 
landlords who want to eel] and assisting 
tenants who want to buy. Certainconditions 
are laid down according to which the transfer 
is to be effected.
